THE PROPHET’S TRIUMPH. 


Full Particulars of His Victory 
Over Hicks Pasha. 


10,500 Egyptian Soldiers Cornered and Shot 
Down in a@ Narrow Defile—English 
Troops Will Remain in Egypt. 


Lonpon, Nov. 23.—Later advices from 
Egypt state that the entire command of | 
Hicks Pasha of 10,500 men, was complete- 
ly annihilated. The massacre took place 
in amnarrow defile at Vashgate, where 
Hicks Pasha with his army was led by a 
treacherous guide. No water was to be 


had. The soldiers were worn out by thirst, 

eThe narrowness of the defile prevented 
Hicks Pasha from using his guns and as 
an ambuscade had been prepared for them, 
his soldiers had nothing to do but remain 
and be shot down. During three days, 
dying of thirst, they defended themselves, 
but the fourth completed their annihila- 
tion. The few that still lived were taken 
prisoners. The rebels captured thirty- 
six guns, all the flags, camels and muni- 
tions of war. The False Prophet’s forces 
numbered about 20,000. The = catas- 
trophe seems to have wholly paralyzed 
the Egyptian government, but the 
general clamor ia that General Hicks 
must be avenged. He was aman of the 
stamp of Chinese Gordon, having fought 
against the Sepoys and won medals ip 
many countries. The Marquis of Salis- 
bury speaking at the Carleton Club, said 
the defeat must end all thoughts of the 
withdrawal of British troops from Egypt. | 
The French papers express the opinion 
that the disaster will lead to the perma- 
neot English occupation of Egypt. 


THE TIMES ON THE SITUATION. - 


Lonpon, Nov. 23.—The Times says that 
Gladstone and his colleagues must un- 
derstand that England will hold them an- 
swerable, if, by further errors of judg- 
ment, Egypt is allowed to relapse into 
anarchy, aggravated by the passions of 
religious fanaticism and the maddening 
influences of invasion by barbarians in the 
interior of Africa.

_forwarded his decision respecting the long 
contested El Sobrante land cases. He de- 
cides that the homestead entries are with- 
out validity, haying been made at a time 
when the land was not legally subject to 
such appropriation, but further adds that 
as the persons gt present occupying the 
lands are qualified pre-emptors they 
will be entitled to file new pre-emption 
notices and perfect their pre-emption 
right to the lands occupied by them. This 
decision will favorably affect a large num- 
ber of settlers.

Lovpon, Tenn., Nov. 23.—Andy Taylor, 
last of three notorious brothers, was exe- 
cuted at 3:15 p.m. He maintained the 
same indifference to the last, and refused 
to converse with the minister. He ate 
dinner with much relish. At 2:30 he was 
taken from the jail and mounted the gal- 
lows with a firm step. When asked if he 
wished to address the crowd, he said he 
did not have a God damned word to say. 
He was entirely unmoved on the gallows. 
After the noose was adjusted, he said to 
the Sheriff of Hamilton county: ‘God 
damn you, I would like to drink 
your heart’s blood.’’

DEVELOPMENTS.

The telegraph brought to 
Times readers on Thursday morning 
a little short dispatch concerning 
the Western Development Com- 
pany’s pay-roll, but it was a dispatch 
full of meaning to Los Angeles read- 
ers. It read as follows: 


Inthe Colton-Stanford case to-day, 
Douty testified that the Los Angeles 
Anti-Monopolist was paid a monthly 
salary of $250 in 1877-'78, for services. 
Governor Safford (of Arizona) was also 
found on the corporation- salary list, 
having, by order of Crocker, been paid 
$250 monthly by the Western Develon- 
ment Company from August, 1877, to 
March, 1878, for what services Douty 
was unable to say. 


This witness Douty appears to bea 
man who * knows a heap.” The ques- 
tion on all sides is, who and what was 
the “Los Angeles Anti-Monopolist’’? 
Was it @ newspaper or an_ indi- 
vidual? and if so, which? Who 
was the anti-monopolist that worked 
in the pay of the railroad company at 
$250 per month? Let him show up; 
let him rise in meetin’ and speak out. 
And if he holds back, let some brother 
on a front seat respond with what he 
knows about this burning question. 
The people wont light. They want to 
know what business any genuine anti- 
monopolist has on the pay-rolls of the 
great monopoly. If the corporation 
was working by opposites in that tor- 
tuous business, which is doubtless the 
true explanation of the curious entry 
on the Western Development Com- 
pany’s ledger, the deluded and long- 
suff.ring populace want to find it out. 
In order to throw more light on this 
live question, we print this morning

sitting. Besides the developments re- 
garding that mysterious anti-monopo- 
list of Los Angeles, (was it journal or 
man?) there is some exceedingly inter- 
esting reading concerning the financial 
connection of Mr. Phineas Banning, 
the lardly potentate of San Pedro, with 
the Crocker crowd. It.appears in evi- 
dence that Banning was paid at vari- 
ous and sundry times, for “services” 
not fully explained, sums aggregating 
more than twenty thousand dollars; 
and that this amount was arbitrarily 
balanced by+erder of Crocker and 
charged to the Western Development’s 
expense account. Peculiar book-keep- 
ing, to be sure! Banning being debited 
with $20,512 on the books of a 
public corporation’ for services 
which we have aright to presume to 
be of a character to bear the light, the 
public would like to have a glimpse 
of the credit side of the ledger. They 
want to see 4 bill of items. But they 
never will. ‘‘The public be damned'” 
will probably be the reply to their 
application. 


BUSIZESS. 


Reports from Eastern business cen- 
ters continue to improve as the season 
advances and the weather grows 
colder. Leading jobbing centers re- 
port an increased demand for season- 
able goods, and the trade as a whole 
shows an increase in volume over the 
week before. Collections are generally 
satisfactory. The New York money 
market continues easy and unchanged. 
The last statement of the banks 1s 
again favorable, and the supply of 
money tends to increase, while the in- 
quiry shows little, if any enlargement. 
In the West the feeling has rather 


_tended to firmness. Chicago, St. Louis, 


and Kansas City report their bank 
business in a healthy condition, and 
general business likewise, though 
somewhat restricted in volume, but 
with a promising outlook. The Public 
is quite hopeful, as it says in its last 
weekly review of business: — 


Commercial affairs are in better shape 
than tor some time past, and the situa- 
tion is certainly more hopeful than for 
any time during the past six months. 
Trade is dull in some branches, and 
failures are still unpleasantly numer- 
ous. The recovery from over-produc- 
tion is necessarily slow, but there is a 
general feeling that the worst is over, 
particularly as to iron; it being the gen- 
eral opinion that prices have touched 
bottom. The grain movement is back- 
ward, but with large crops, a good pros- 
pect of a foreign outlet for them, a 
probable continuation of the already 
large imports of gold, and easy money, 
there is little cause for complaint. The 
trunk-line difficulties have been settled, 
at least temporarily, and, with the ap- 
proaching close of navigation, winter 
rates will increase already large earnings. 
The clearings, a good barometer of the 
situation, have for the past few weeks 
shown indications of a gradual return 
from below the line where they have 
been for a year or more. |

to Huntington for New York services. A 
second peculiar example occurred on May 
4,1880, when Stanford was paid $45,000 
for legal expenses on his simple order on 
the Western Development Company, 
although the Company was wound up and 
no litigation in process. 

The Court then adjourned. 
HUNTINGTON’S EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 


Some of the items in the expenditure 
account of Huntington, in New York, are 
both amusing and instructive. To one J. 


ciate says he paid $100,000 March 1, 1879, 
and 10,000 on each of the 7th, 15th and 
24th of March, 1876. According to Douty’s 
testimony, Gates is and was Huntington’s 
bookkeeper, and never was on the salary 
list of the Western Development. ‘Why 
he should have been paid $130,000, and 
where the money went which Huntington 
states he paid him, are some of the curi- 
osities of this most curiously conducted 
corporation. Again, on January 6, 1876, 
Huntington claims to have paid $5000 for 
lawyer’s fees and printing in Washington, 
but Douty failed to remember any litiga- 
tion in Washington in which the Western 
Development had ever been engaged. Most 
of the entries, however, are the acme ot 
simplicity, such as: To payments made 
in New York by Mr. Huntington, $5000 or 
$10,000 or $15,000, as the case might be. 
As was intimated in yesterday’s report, 
the trustfulness of the President of the 
Western Development in accepting Hunt- 
ington’s simple statement as a voucher 
that these accounts were paid out by him 
for the legitimate purposes of the Western 
Development and should be repaid to 
Huntington out of the funds of the West- 
ern Development, 1s beautiful in its sim- 
plicity and shows how unfaltering is his 
belief that whatever is, is right, and that 
no such thing as a corruption fund ever 
existed. 

On referring to the statement in Crock- 
er’s deposition with which the unvouched- 
for expenditures are to be contrasted, the 
question and answer are found to be as 
follows: 
Q.—I will ask you whether sums of 
money are not paid by corporations with 
which you are connected for which a 
voucher is not always taken? 

A.—There are no sums of money ever 
came (sic) through our hands, or any of 
our employes, without a voucher of some 
kind, excepting when it is stolen. Money 
has been stolen from us, but there is never 
any authorized payment, except by a 
voucher, and that duly numbered and 
registered,

Spring street, has been burglarized no less 
than three times within the last few 
months, and for a couple of weeks past a 
burglary has been committed in some part 
of the city nearly every night. 

The officers had almost exhausted their | 
skill and patience to ferret out the perpe- 


trator, without being able to secure any 
clue to the individual. Thursday night 
however, by the aid of a ladder, a burglar 
obtained an entrance to the second story 
of the Bernard building, on the corner 
of Main and First streets, and stole a sil- 
ver knife and lady’s pin, which afforded a 
clew that, together with some of the de- 
tails of the burglary of the Eintracht sa- 
loon night before last, caused the arrest 
of Lone Jack, } 

Fitzgerald, or Lone Jack, by a nice little 
strategy, was arrested at the new depot 
with his skeleton keys, burglar tools and 
house-breaking outfit, by Constable Diffen- 
derffcr and will have an examination be- 
fore Justice Ling to-day. He was very 
indignant at his arrest and claimed to be 
an Irish gentleman, traveling for health 
and pleasure. He assured the officer that 
he would make it extremely sultry for 
him when he was released. It is generally 
believed that Fitzgerald is the individual 
who has perpetrated all these burglaries. 
Deputy Constable Diffenderffer is entitled 
to great credit for his management in 
working up this case, that has baffled the 
ofticers so long and has been wrapped in 
so much mystery. Mr. Diffenderffer 
never received any credit for his labors, 
which were of great importance in work- 
ing up the Amadon murder case and the 
detection of the real criminals.

Sudden Death of a Stranger Near 


the New Depot.

The papers in the possession of the 
Coroner throw no light on his history, 
though judging by the white overalls in his 
possession, he must have been a painter 
or plasterer. Perhaps the inquest to-day 
may throw some light on the nratter.

Crops Without Irrigation. 

An example of what can be done in the 
vicinity of this city without irrigation, is 
shown by the places of J. E. Garnett and

Garnett has planted five acres with apri- 
cot, pear and peach trees, all looking ex- 
ceedingly thrifty, and the start they have 
secured has all been without a drop of 
water artificially applied. On the same 
land a fine crop of sweet potatoes and 
‘watermelons has been grown, paying 
handsomely, and equal to the best grown 
on irrigated lands. Mr. Miltimore’s place, 
adjoining, is another example of the 
virtue of cultivation vs. irrigation, and his 
trees, viajes and agricultural crops have 
done equally wel]. Water is only thirty- 
six feet from the surface on these lands, 
and there is a large area now uncultivated 
which might easily be improved, between 
this city and the ocean, and made to blos- 
som as the rose. . 


Recent Burgiaries. 

On Wednesday night the Vienna Garden 
Saloon, on Spring street, near First, was 
burglarized, the thief effecting an en- 
trance by cutting a pane of glass out of 
the back window and stealing some 
change.
